H (hernia bank robbery 
Chief defense counsel F Lee Bailey 
called two witnesses who bad dealings 
with Dr Joel Fort, a San Francisco 
criminologist in a 1963 case and sought 
to have admitted two documents that he 
said would show that Fort lied or the 
stand 
The first witness. Seymour Wayne a 


Los Vngeles private investigator, said he 
w.is hired bv the late etrmedian Lenny 
Bruce who was prepanng to appeal a 
conviction for possession of heroin He 
v»ul Bruce told him that Fort had 


pre scribed drugs for the comic 
At a 
later meeting with Fort himself Wayne 
testified the duct (Mr made disparaging 
remarks about psychiatrists rn general 
and said he wanted to knock them out 
I nder cross-examination Wayne said 
he had no personal knowledge that Fort 
in fact had prescribed the drugs for 
Bruce 
Th*1 sec*»nd witness, Miami attorney 
Richard Joe Essen who also was in­ 
volve*! in the Bruce cts*1 said Bruce also 
told him Fort had written prescriptions 
and said he hoped Fort would not get sn 
trouble because of it 
Fort testified last week it was his opi­ 
nion that Miss Hearst had joined the SLA 
willingly a few weeks after her kidnap­ 
ing he* a use she was bored and was ripe 
for conversion to an exciting new 
lifestyle

Great Britain 
stunned as 
Wilson quits 


LONDON (U P I) — Prime Minister 
Harold Wilson in a surprise statement, 
announced today he was resigning and 
asked his Labor party to find a successor 
quickly He said it was “ a sad moment 
but he has had enough. 
Wilson made the announcement first to 
Queen Elizabeth, then to his cabinet and 
then in a five-page statement listing his 
career and achievements, to a stunned 
British public 
He has been prime minister eight of 
the past 12 years 
The statement said Wilson had vowed 
two years ago to quit in two years and 
had informed the queen of the exact date 
on 
Dec 
9 
With his antiinflation 
measures beginning to take hold, he said. 
the time was right 


T m not happy to go. ” he told a news 
conference “ It is a sad moment but 
there is a certain relief that the burden is 
oft fines shoulders 
a seven-day-a- 
w'cek burden 
In 31 years in Parliament." his state­ 
ment said. “ I have been on one or other 
front bench for nearly 30 years Almost 
IIG vears of that were in the cabinet No 
one should ask for more " 


Wilson said he would remain in office 
until the 317 Labor members of parlia­ 
ment elect a new party leader to replace 
him 
An aide said it could take two 
weeks Wilson refused to endorse a can­ 
didate 
hut 
said he would support 
whomever is chosen 


W ilsfin s surprise move stunned the na­ 
tion plunged stock prices and further 
weakened the pound He said his deci­ 
sion announced to a shocked cabinet this 
morning, was “ irrevocable 
and he 
already had informed Queen F.lizabeth 


My period as prime minister has 
been longer than that of any of my peace 
time predecessors in this century." 
Wilson said in a five-page statement 
released by his office "No one should 
ask for more .’’ 
Wilson 60. has been prime minister for 
more than eight years, in four separate 
terms between 1964 and now 
Wilson’s press secretary. Joe Haines. 
said he is not getting out of politics, but 
plans to remain in parliament as a rank- 
and-file Labor party lawmaker Haines 
denied Wilson was quitting for health 
reasons 
"There is nothing wrong with his 
health.” he said 
Wilson said he is asking the Labor 
party to speed up the choice of his suc­ 
cessor Haines said this is expected to 
take "a couple of weeks." 
Speculation promptly made Foreign 
Secretary James Callaghan the favorite 
to be elected as Wilson’s successor 
Bookmakers made him a 5-4 favorite 
Others mentioned included Chancellor of 
the Exchequer Denis Healey. Home 
Secretary Roy Jenkins and Energy 
Secretary Anthony Wedgewood Benn 
The rest of the cabinet said it accepted 
with regret "the wholly unexpected mes­ 
sage the prime minister earlier con­ 
veyed to the Queen " 
They would 
h ave w ished it 
otherwise." 
Wilson’s ministers said. 
"but they must respect what he has 
described as a personal and irrevocable 
decision ” 
Wilson s announcement came as a 
complete surprise It plunged the stock 
market, weakened the pound and 
triggered dismay among British politi 
elans and public alike 


Russia warns Egypt 
on pact termination 


MOSCOW (U P I) 
The Soviet Union 
reacted sharply today to the abrupt ter­ 
mination of the Soviet-Egyptian friend­ 
ship treaty, warning Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat it would hold him responsi­ 
ble for lh*' consequences 
The denunciation was carried by the 
official Tass news agency in an English 
language dispatch that also accused 
Sadat of having an unfriendly policy 
toward Moscow "for some time now 
The unusually quick reply was tran­ 
smitted several hours after the Egyptian 
parliament overwhelmingly 
approved 
Sadat s decision to scrap the treaty 
sign***! in 1971 and schedule! to run for 15 
years 
I .ss said Sadat had depu ted recent 
Moscow Cairo relations "in a distorted 
light 
during a Sunday night speech in 
which he recommended the pact be dis 
carded 


T a s s added it had been authorized to 
state that 
responsibility for the conse­ 
quences of th** Egyptian leadership's 
(Millry as a whole in regard to the Soviet 
Union in recent years arx! for abrogation 
ut the treaty on friendship and coopera 
turn 
r e s t s entirely with the Egyptian 


s id e 


Tass said the Soviet Union "has pur­ 
sued and will continue to pursue in th** 
future" a policv aimed at developing 
friendly relations with the Egyptian 
government and people 
Sadat’s decision plunged bilateral rela 
turns to their lowest point since Egypt 
expelled 15,000 Soviet military personnel 
in July. 1972. over Soviet refusal to meet 
arms requests 
Western diplomats said th** treaty ter 
ruination caught the Kremlin bv sur 
prise 
Only three weeks ago in his keynote 
address to the Soviet Communist party 
congress, General Secretary Leonid 
Brezhnev cited the treaty as th** basis 
not only for bilateral relations but for 
ties with the entire Arab world 


Accompanying th** statement was a 
brief agency dispatch from Cairo attack 
mg Sadat for his speech before the Egyp 
tian parliament 
It said Sadat had 
"resorted to gross distortion 
especial 
Iv e**nc**rning Soviet policy during th** 
1973 Middle East war. "when. as is un 
ivefsally known 
Soviet military aid 
played a decisive role 
in strengthening 
Egyptian armed forces

awareness in pectic terms just like Ms 
Dickinson 
A difference- betweem the* famous U S 
poet and the Lompoc writer is that Ms 
Nygaard has climbed Mt Hood 13 times. 
Ms Dickinson hardly stepped foot out­ 
side the house* 
When she is not climbing mountains or 
writing 
in long hand 
Ms Nygaard 
works as the director of the Lompoc 
Museum and serves as the current presi­ 
dent of tile* Lompoc Creative Writers 
( tub 
A positive* attitude* pervades her book 
and during an interview last week she 
came across as a peisitive person for 
example, there is one passage in 
Fart he lock 
that concerns the sales of 
guns and attitudes of hunters, yet it is not 
intended to demean hunting 
Commenting on the passage she said. 
" I arn not attacking hunting so much as 
suggesting that we are ail going to he

A All major league baseballs in the 20th century have been 
manufactured by Spalding, including those on the Reach label And 
them has been absolutely no difference between baseballs in either 
league Starting in 1977. because Spalding found giving them away 
to the majors uneconomical, th*1 Rawlings company will make the 
baseballs As far as catching one from the Washington monument, 
I knew of two recorded instances, one of them by the late Gabby 
Street, a catcher and manager Wilbert (Uncle Robbv) Robinson of

Estate and gift taxes 


Over the years, possibly one 
of the most damaging special 
taxes has been the estate and 
gift taxes. The tax as it is 
c u r r e n t ly enforced has 
required many families to sell 
small farms and businesses in 
order to raise the funds to pay 
the inheritance tax 


The Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee has begun hearings this 
week on major changes in 
such taxation. 


Numerous proposals have 
been introduced to revamp the 


situation. Since the current 
$60,000 limit on the amount of 
an estate which may be 
transferred tax 
free was set 
way back in 1942, inflation has 
more than doubled the value of 
many farms and business as­ 
sets. 


Proposals range from one to 
double the estate tax exclusion 
to $120,000 and raise the 
current $30,000 lifetime limit 
on tax-free gifts to $60,000 — to 
the Administration’s plan The 
President has asked 
for 


stretching out the federal es­ 
tate taxes on small farms or 
businesses so they can be paid 
out of the income of the farm 
or business. 
No payment 
would be required for five 
years and 20 years would be 
allowed for full payment of es­ 
tate taxes at a four per cent in­ 
terest rate 
We are hopeful that the 
Ways and Means Committee 
will see the wisdom of 
revamping this archaic struc­ 
ture to conform with the 
times.

The primary merry-go-round 


WASHINGTON 
The primary merry 
go-round even though it has yet to point 
to a clear winner for the Democrats, is 
at least a useful process of elimination 
In Florida. Gov George C Wallace by 
coming in second to Jimmy Carter, 
with 31 per cent against his 42 per cent of 
four years ago has been eliminated as a 
potential candidate 
and even perhaps, as 
a 
th ird - p a rty 
challenger 
He will, as he has 
said, go on and he will 
go into the New York 
^ 
convention with a 
\. 
sizeable number of 
‘'sir'/ 
delegates He has the 
monev and the sheer 
grit to keep on Hut the 
£ 
issue, and above all 
busing as a code word 
for racial rhetoric has 
passed him by 
In this is an irony and even a certain 
sadness not for the nation but for the 
man himself Since he was shot by a 
would-be assassin in 1972 and left 
paralyzed from ihe waist down Wallace 
has shown remarkable tenacity and the 
capacity to overcome the pain and in­ 
convenience of his invalidism 
It has been, however, at a heavy cost in 
constant medical and nursing ('are to 
prepare him for his public appearances 
With no nerves below the waist, he has 
suffered mishaps such as a broken leg 
that was not discovered either by him or 
his doctors for several days 
There ar** tests still to come which 
may revers** th** verdict of Florida One 
is the Michigan primary 
Four years 
ago. the day after th** attempt on his life 
at a shopping center in Maryland. 
Wallace won that primary with 52 per 
cent of the vote 


Part of this was ascribed to sympathy 
While he has never directly invoked that 
appeal, the sight of him wheeled onto a 
platform and then lifted up in front of the 
bullet proof podium must create a feel 
mg of admiration for hts pluck if not 
sympathy for his plight 
He has ac 
casionally raised the parallel of Franklin 
Roosevelt who became President and 
served for more than three terms under 
a grave physical handicap 
Hut while FD R < legs had been 
paralyzed bv polio he had control of his 
bodily functions That was an important 
difference The contrast between George 
Wallace and FDH surely ends with their 
physical differences Roosevelt bv the 
power of his leadership in a time of 
gravest crisis put together the 
Democratic coalition that now seems 
threatened with disintegration 
The important contrast in the Florida 
outcome is between the Georgia of Jim* 
my ('arter and the Alabama of George 
Walice Georgia is th** New South with 
an outlook in industry and in attitude that 
is national rather than regional How 
much of this ( arter can claim credit for 
is fiercely debated
